® French television has finally gone 
commercial. Sort of. 

Television there is owned and oper- 
ated by the government, of course, and 
the government isn’t exactly plunging 
into this thing feet first. It’s dipping its 
big toe in—gently. 
™@ There is exactly one commercial 
break each night and the break runs 
for two minutes. That's it. The spots 
cost about $506 a second. 

The newspapers weren't very happy 
about this development and they fought 
against it, but all seems to be ending 
well. Advertisers are buying space in 
the newspapers urging people to tune 
in to their television commercials. 
™ With so little time available for spots, 
television time isn’t sold in France. It’s 
awarded. The process is complicated. 

To handle the rush of business, the 
government set up its own advertising 
agency, French Publicity Management. 
It is headed, oddly enough, by a news- 
paper-editor-turned-politician who just 
happens to belong to De Gaulle’s party. 
™ This outfit set the ground rules, de- 
termining which categories of products 
might be advertised on television. Once 
a firm passes the category requirement, 
it must submit its balance sheet, its 
products, and complete background on 
its company to a committee composed 
of members of the Ministries of Finance, 
Agriculture and Industry, and represen- 
tatives of the Fraud Squad. One of the 
papers a prospective advertiser must 
produce is proof that it has paid its 
“added value”’ tax. This tax applies only 
to French companies, so foreign com- 
panies can’t advertise on French TV. 

So far the only categories accepted 
are food, clothing and household ap- 
pliances—no wine, no cigarettes, no 
coffee, no ladies’ underwear. And for 
some strange reason, no electric razors 
or canned soups. Two out of three ad- 
vertising applicants have been vetoed.

‘In the decade following the Civil 
War,” a voice says at the opening of 
this show, “people of all creeds and 
colors were part of the West. This is 
the story of two of these people.” 
Whereupon the series proceeds to put 
its money where its mouth is. There are 
two stars here—and one is black. Now- 
adays we may not always have equal 
stardom under law, but here we sure 
have it with outlaws. Also, the fact that 
The Outcasts tells it like it was—at a 
time when it wasn’t like it is—really 
presents problems. But there’s no hedg- 
ing—the show gives us the two most 
apposite opposites possible. Jemal 
David (Otis Young) is a former slave; 
his partner, Earl Corey (Don Murray), is 
a former Virginia plantation owner. 


Needless to say, at the beginning 
the two don’t cotton, as the saying 
went, to each other. In the pilot epi- 
sode they start out competing with each 
other in a shooting match to try to 
win a $50 prize. ‘‘Where did you learn 
to shoot like that, boy?’’ asks Corey. 
Replies Jemal, ‘‘Different times, differ- 
ent places, mostly ‘minding people | 
wasn't their boy.’’ Later, it’s Jemal’s 
turn to ask Corey how many slaves he 
owned. ‘| don't rightly know,” says 
Corey. “It wasn’t me that looked after 
the inventory." Finally, together as 
bounty hunters, they have to go after 
their man in a Seventh Cavalry wagon 
train. ‘“‘With you or without you,’’ says 
Jemal, ‘I’m going down there tonight 
in the dark.’ To which Corey answers, 
“Well, you do have a natural advantage 
in the dark, don’t you, boy—unless, 
of course, you smile.” Even when the

plot of this pilot went a bit overboard, 
the characters stayed firmly on deck. 
There was good writing, both Young 
and Murray proved themselves star- 
quality series actors and there was not 
only a fine performance by Slim Pick- 
ens but also a host of lovely little 
touches—as, for example, the sign 
“Gun Wanted—No Cowerds” and, for 
the Fourth of July celebration, ‘“‘No In- 
temperance, Cussing or General Hell- 
Raising.” 


So far, no other episode has come up 
to that first one—but a couple have been 
almost as good. Our favorite was one 
called ‘‘Take Your Lover in the Ring,’’ 
in which a gambling colonel (John Deh- 
ner) ostensibly loses his black ward 
(Gloria Foster) in a poker game with 
Corey, who, more or less as a joke, 
gives her to Jemal for a Christmas 
present. The joke turns out to be on 
Corey, however, when the girl, who is 
part of a con game, steals the money 
Corey has won and returns to the colo- 
nel. Corey is, of course, furious, but by 
now there’s even more trouble because 
Jemal, who on Christmas Eve would 
have none of the girl, realizes by the 
cold light of Christmas Day that he’s 
in love with her. “She is,” he says, “a 
black sheep in a world of wolves.” 
If it all sounds a bit farfetched, don’t 
worry, it aH ends happily—the girl 
shoots the colonel and rides off into the 
sunset. But still and all it was basically 
believable—again because of fine per- 
formances and good writing. Even if 
you don't like Westerns, this show is 
worth a look. Remember, it's really a 
Southwestern.

Pontiac break away 
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IN DEFENSE OF TELEVISION 


Fifth of a series 


TV Guive has published numerous arti- 
cles critical of television and will continue 
to do so whenever criticism is warranted. 
The purpose of this current series, how- 
ever, is to analyze the beneficial effects 
television has had on our world and its 
citizens. The authors, therefore, have 
been asked expressly to limit themselves 
to a discussion of these positive aspects, 
even though they may also have some 
negative attitudes about television and 
its performance. 


The television industry has come of age. 
That's probably the polite way of saying 
that it has now attained a status which 
invites criticism. That criticism can and 
does take many forms and these are 
readily available. 

There is, for instance, the contro- 
versial question of the quality of the 
television-industry output and what ef- 
fect and impact it has on the thinking 
and the morals of the people young and 
old. There is the question of quantity, 
but that's a problem actually for the 
industry itself. There is the question of 
techniques which are employed, par- 
ticularly by the networks, and, to make 
this more understandable, | refer to the 
criticisms which were inspired by the 
coverage of the two national political 
conventions in Miami Beach and in 
Chicago. 

Recently, in a syndicated article, | 
leveled some criticism at the industry, 
not on the question of the quality of its 
presentations but rather against the 
techniques employed in the national 
conventions. | said, among other things, 
that unless the industry was extremely 
careful, it might well devour itself. | was 
thinking of the number of persons on 
the convention floors with remote-con- 
trol facilities so that they could inter- 
view individuals in the various state 
delegations and have these interviews 
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go to the country, thereby, for the 
moment at least, shutting off the con- 
vention from the view of people in 
all parts of the Nation. 

This practice continued day after day 
at the Republican Convention and 
frankly it did interfere with the delegates 
and their opportunity to see and hear 
the convention speakers and programs 
which were being presented. This can 
become an irritating practice, to say 
the least, and sooner or later there was 
bound to be sharp criticism, followed by 
consideration of new rules for conven- 
tion procedure under which this inter- 
ference would not be tolerated. This 
situation was equally true of the con- 
vention in Chicago and it stirred a 
great deal of criticism and also resent- 
ment toward the industry and individu- 
als identified with the industry. 


Criticism of television for the quality 
of its output seems to be growing in 
recent months. There is the allegation 
that films which overemphasize crime 
tend to have a very unwholesome in- 
fluence on young, formative minds. 
Films where firearms, and particularly 
pistols, are so frequently used are 
alleged to have impact upon the grow- 
ing crime rate in this country and 
especially on juveniles. There has been 
criticism also over the alleged featuring 
of sex in films and its deleterious effect 
upon the morals of the country. It is 
well, therefore, that these problems and 
others be carefully examined so that no 
injustice is done to television as a 
communications medium. 

The problems of the .industry are 
quite obvious. Many of them are difficult 
as well. Let us assume a 12- to 15-or- 
more-hour day, whether it apply to the 
major networks or subnetworks, or to 
independent stations: that in itself con- 
stitutes a challenge to the program di- 
rectors to fill the time span with pro- 
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grams which will at once have broad 
appeal to the public and also the 
necessary appeal for program sponsors. 

If anyone desiring an exercise in this 
art should sit down and try to program 
a single day so that it has variety, 
consumer appeal, sponsor appeal and 
entertainment quality, he will discover 
that this is not the easiest task to 
achieve. Certainly programs must have 
variety. Those who arrange such pro- 
grams must be aware of the broad 
spectrum of varied taste among the 
public. They must, among other things, 
be aware of the many age groups with 
which a program deals. They must have 
some sense of what has appeal in the 
daytime as distinguished from the night- 
time programs. They must be aware 
also of the degree of sophistication 
among the entire public and what is 
likely to have appeal to audiences 
where the degree of sophistication is 
very broad. 


Still another factor to be considered 
is the production cost of programs and 
what price any television facility can 
command for the time which is involved. 
Another item, which is essentially an 
industry problem, is the question of 
prime time versus other time in the day 
or the night. — 

Obviously, too, there is the cost of 
talent, and this would range from well- 
known performers who can command 
rather fancy fees for their services to 
that talent which can be obtained with- 
out cost. In this latter category one will 
find public officials at every echelon of 
government who are invited to do, or to 
participate in, programs of all kinds 
without any cost to the program. 

Whatever criticism, justified or un- 
justified, may be made of television and 
the television industry gen- 
erally, it does have a very 
significant plus side. In fact, 


there are a good many pluses to which 
One can allude. 

To me television is, in a sense, an 
incredible phenomenon, because _ it 
brings the whole wide world and every 
activity and happening in it to the living 
room of every family that possesses a 
TV set. Whether it be tanks rolling down 
the streets of Prague or the student 
revolt in Paris; whether it be a Miss 
America Pageant at Atlantic City or 
the launching of the latest rocket in 
Florida; whether it be an earthquake 
disaster in Chile or the Green Bay 
Packers playing the Washington Red- 
skins in the Nation’s Capital; whether it 
be a political convention or a panel 
debate on any one of the networks; 
whether it be a Presidential candidate 
speaking from Seattle or the Mayor of 
Chicago speaking from that great city 
on the lake—these, all these, and so 
many more, are today taken for granted 
by most people as a part of the passing 
scene. But it is made possible only 
through the miracle of television, and 
the industry and everyone associated 
with it are entitled to full credit for the 
technology and co-ordination which 
makes this possible, including, of 
course, the clear picture which is gen- 
erally presented. 

Still another feather in the television 
industry's cap is its capacity for ap- >

praising public taste. The public can be 
quite fickle and extremely choosy when 
it comes to what it wishes to see and 
hear. Obviously an industry that must 
depend upon public taste and favorable 
response, if it is to satisfy consumers, 
sponsors and all others interested in TV 
programs, must have an uncanny ca- 
pacity for appraising that taste and 
assessing that response. 

| believe it also can be said in behalf 
of the industry that it has been kept 
generally quite competitive. Anyone who 
appears with reasonable frequency on 
the TV screen knows full well how TV 
crews and those with authority to ar- 
range programs are in sharp competi- 
tion. They are forever tracking down 
talent, particularly that type of talent 
which can bring some note of innova- 
tion to the TV screen. 

It should be conceded, | believe, that 
when one considers the number of TV 
programs that are presented in a single 
day or week or month, or a year or 
longer, there has been a minimum vio- 
lation of good taste and a proper re- 
spect for good morels. Now and then 
there occurs what some people regard 
as a trespass on good taste and morals, 
but, considering the vast number of 
programs which are presented, it con- 
stitutes an infinitesimal part of the 
whole. This is indeed a superb record, 
of which the entire industry can be 
proud. 


There are two groups of actual and 
potential viewers and listeners who are 
generally forgotten in an assessment of 
the industry's work, and those two are 
the aged and the shut-ins. Time after 
time, under many circumstances and 
conditions, | have noticed that whether 
it was in a hospital, a nursing home or 
in a private residence, in the whole 
spectrum of programs there are an 
ample number that bring a special joy 
and pleasure to those in these cate- 
gories. For them television is indeed an 
untold blessing on which one can 
scarcely place a value. 
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Nor is the industry generally wanting 
in its respect for religion and the basic 
religious nature of our people. Large 
stations and small are not indifferent to 
this public need and a reasonable num- 
ber of religious programs can always 
be found. 

As much can be said of the emphasis 
which our television stations, with few 
exceptions, place upon patriotism and a 
proper observance of the patriotic holi- 
days in the American calendar. Whether 
it be Independence Day, or Veterans’ 
Day, or Memorial Day, or Thanksgiving, 
it is quite certain that when the time 
approaches for the observance of these 
days, one can be certain that the TV 
facilities will have remembered and 
developed proper programs to strike the 
right patriotic note for all the people. 

It is interesting to think back, for 
purposes of comparison, and note how 
generously TV deals with public affairs. 
There was a time, for example, when 
there would be days and weeks before 
a President's message on the State of 
the Union in full text could be brought 
to the people’s attention. Today, when 
the President delivers his State of the 
Union message to the country from the 
Chamber of the House of Representa- 
tives in Washington, it is presented in 
its entirety and millions upon millions 
can hear it and appraise it even as it 
is delivered. 

This is true in the whole domain of 
public affairs and includes discussions 
On panel programs by governors, con- 
gressmen and senators and also official 
visitors who may come to this country 
from abroad. It is not unusual, when the 
Chief of State of a foreign nation comes 
to Washington on official business, for 
those who arrange TV programs to 
quickly invite him to appear on a net- 
work program, so that all of our people 
can see how he looks and what he may 
have to say. 

Another plus for the industry, which 
was rather quickly achieved with a very 
minimum of controversy, is the develop- 
ment of balanced presentations on rath- 
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"er controversial 


subjects. | have in 
mind, for example, the deep feeling 
which attended the first determined ef- 
forts to secure the enactment of a broad 
program of civil rights, including voting 
tights, the use of public accommoda- 
tions and many other items. 

All these were kept on a halanced 
basis and | know of no intense feeling 
or hostility that resulted from the many 
programs which were devoted to this 
and other comparable issues. This is 
another way of saying that the industry 
is fully sensitive to change in our social, 
economic and political structure and, in 
every case, it is brought to the people 
in a way which gives little or no offense. 

The allegation has been frequently 
made that a substantial number of TV 
films are so oriented and _ interlarded 
with shooting and criminal activity as to 
have a definite impact on crime. It is 
alleged that this inspires youngsters 
particularly to emulate what they see on 
the TV screen. | have taken account of 
such criticism and in many instances it 
appears. that it is mainly the unsup- 
ported opinion of the critic. | have seen 
no proof and | doubt whether any 
documented proof can be adduced to 
support such an allegation.. | am_ in- 
clined to believe that encouragement of 
criminal activity comes from other 
sources besides TV. 


Television has also taken rural Amer- 
ica into account and rightly so. It is an 
interesting exercise for one to take a 
long drive in the countryside and take 
note of the number of TV antennae as 
evidence of how many receiving sets 
are located on the farms, in the villages 
and hamiets of America. The number is 
astonishing, to say the least, and it 
means that, whether one lives in the 
wide country spaces or in the city, he 
has full access to the programs which 
are presented. 

| make one other point with respect 
to something included in television pro- 
grams that in some areas appears to 
be of transcendent importance and that 


is the weather reports. One does not 
quite appreciate the full significance of 
these until he has taken note of the 
interest it attains in regions where 
weather can be very uncertain. Florida 
is an excellent example because it is 
subject to hurricanes and the destruc- 
tion which winds of this intensity can 
wreak upon anything in the path of the 
storm. Every citizen and householder in 
such an area is always certain to see 
the latest weather report for each un- 
toward and destructive force in the 
offing. As a result an opportunity is 
provided to make preparation for it and 
either avoid or mitigate its damage. 

Nothing, whether human or inanimate, 
is perfect, as we all know. Nothing, 
therefore, can or should be wholly con- 
demned or wholly praised. The tele- 
vision industry is no exception. Its faults 
| have had frequent occasion to point 
out, but its virtues deserve equal em- 
phasis. 

As perhaps the most important of all 
modern media of communication, tele- 
vision has an enormous opportunity 
for good or evil and an equal obligation 
to see that, in its offerings, the good 
shall increasingly prevail. 
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‘Listen to it fizzle, 
Listen to it pop, 
Kayoes tummy pain— 
Bop, bop, bop.’

In the movie-for-TV which served as 
the pilot film for NBC’s /ronside series, 
Mark Sanger, who pushed Raymond 
Burr around in his wheel chair, was a 
hostile, 19-year-old high school dropout 
from the slums of San Francisco. 

In real life Don Mitchell, who plays 
Mark Sanger, is a 25-year-old actor 
from “whatever is just below a middle- 
class background," who spent much of 
his childhood on a farm near Houston, 
whose parents wanted him to be a 
doctor, who was an honor student in 
high school and attended two colleges 
afterward. 


Mitchell’s grandmother, a peppery 
lady named Annette Thompson, whom 
he calls “Mama Nett,” says, “He was 
brought up right—the family was always 
close.” A friend adds, “He reflects a 
solid background. You may come from 
a poor neighborhood, but it can be 
proud, too.’ Mitchell himself says, ‘‘My 
sister and | never went to school without 
shoes or anything like that, but as kids 
we didn’t realize the sacrifices our 
parents were making for us.’’ Someone 
who knows the family says, ‘His parents 
worked so hard for both the kids. You 
don't come out of a background like 
that without self-respect.’ Don’s sister 
June now teaches English and German 
in a Houston high school, and it was 
not until Mitchell was an established 
actor, with several plays on and off 
Broadway and in Los Angeles to his 
credit, that his mother finally became 
reconciled to his not becoming a doctor. 

Collier Young, who produced the 
Ironside pilot, saw Mitchell act only 
once before signing him, in a UCLA 
production of a Jean Anouilh play called 
“Poor Bitos,” in which he played a

policeman in one short scene. Young 
says, ‘The moment | saw him | knew 
he was our man. He had great authority, 
great poise.’’ Young went backstage 
after the performance and asked Mitch- 
ell if he could be at Universal City Stu- 
dios at 10 the next morning. Don, who 
had never been before a camera, said, 
“Where’s that?” 


Why did Young choose Mitchell? ‘I 
guess | took the long-range view of the 
character,”’ he says. And the character 
has indeed evolved into someone closer 
to the real-life Don Mitchell than to the 
original, hostile Mark Sanger, a fact 
which may be attributed more to Mitch- 
ell himself than to any long-range views 
of Collier Young. For Mitchell is nothing 
if not his own man. A friend says, ‘‘He’s 
strong—a strong personality. He doesn't 
carry a picket sign, but you know if you 
crossed him, you'd get a sock in the 
chops.” Mitchell says, ‘I don’t-have to 
carry a picket sign. | am what | am.” 

When he first came to Los Angeles 
as a struggling actor—holding down 
between-engagements bread-and-butter 
jobs in such a variety of places as 
liquor stores, banks and hospital labora- 
tories—his grandparents were also liv- 
ing there. They wanted to take him in, 
but he refused, choosing instead to stay 
in cheap, unfurnished apartments where 
he provided only a bed. Of those days, 
he says, “It didn't seem right to leave 
home and then live with your grand- 
parents."’ When he went to New York 
for the first time he was frightened of 
the big-city slums and prompily left. By 
the time he got to New Jersey, however, 
he said to himself, ‘‘That town’s too big 
for me to turn my back on,”’ and he 
hitchhiked back. The next night he had 
a part in Genet’s ‘The Blacks,” which 
he had previously played in Los An- 
geles. 

Before he left Houston Mitchell had 
never been in a theater. He didn’t even 
go to the movies. He says, ‘‘The only 
time | ever saw a Negro in a picture 
was as a native in ‘Tarzan,’ so | just > 
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Nobody ever 
gave her

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didn’t go.’ He became interested in 
acting in a theater-arts class at Jack 
Yates High School, where he was a top 
student. ‘Il never skipped school,’’ he 
says, “but sometimes I'd hitchhike to 
Mexico or some place else with a friend 
of mine. It was just a lark, | guess you'd 
call it. | wasn’t being rebellious, but 
when | got back home, sometimes | was 
treated as if | were.” His father, a 
government employee, has never been 
more than 50 miles from Houston, but, 
according to Don, ‘‘he knows about 
every place in the world and would tell 
me all about any place | ever talked 
about.” 


Mitchell was an all-city basketball 
player while in high schoo! in Houston. 
He tried football briefly, too; but in one 
game, after scoring two touchdowns, as 
he tried for a third he was hit high and 
low at the same time. He says, “'l took 
off my helmet, walked over to the bench 
and said, ‘When does basketball season 


start?’ ’’ He continued to play basketball 


‘when he went to Los Angeles City Col- 


lege and continues to play when he has 
the chance with other actors and 
friends. At LACC, he was still planning 
to study medicine. It wasn’t until he 
went to UCLA that he began to study 
drama seriously. After a few plays there 
and in local little theaters, he decided 
to go to New York. He hitchhiked and 
hopped freight trains to get there. A 
friend recalls, ‘“‘He’s the only person | 
ever heard of who had a cover story 
ready for the railroad bulls. If they 
caught him, he was going to say that 
he was a college student working on a 
thesis on the decline of American rail- 
roads.” 

After ‘The Blacks’ and other off- 
Broadway plays, Mitchell made his 


Broadway debut in David Merrick’s “A 
Taste of Honey.’’ When he returned to 
Los Angeles, he had abandoned any 
plans of continuing in college, and it 
was as an actor, not a student, that he 


appeared at UCLA in “Poor Bitos,”’ in 
which Collier Young saw him and de- 
cided to cast him in /ronside. Don’s 
grandmother was in the audience that 
night, too; she had come from Watts 
in a neighbor’s pickup truck. ‘‘! didn’t 
care how | got there,’’ she says. ‘‘l 
wanted to see Don in every play he ever 
did. | knew that was what he really 
wanted to do.’’ Once, in his struggling 
days, when he complained to her about 
the way things were going, she said, 
“You asked for it. Nobody asked you 
to be an actor. Now do it!’ 

Don did it and today is probably one 
of the hardest-working, most conscien- 
tious actors in Hollywood. When he 
joined the cast of /ronside, Raymond 
Burr said, “If you really intend to work, 
you won't have time to live.” Mitchell 
has been known to stay up most of the 
night working with Burr on the next 
day’s scenes. Someone close to the 
show says, ‘‘Ray runs it like a little 
drama school, and Don has no use for 


the guest stars who don’t work—who 
just take the money and run.” 

Mitchell’s diligence and the years of 
work—and no work—are now paying off 
for him. He lives in a ranch house over- 
looking the Baldwin Hills of Los Angeles 
—a comfortable home, furnished in 
Spanish and modern modes, with a few 
paintings by friends on the walls, and 
books, mostly dealing with Negro his- 
tory, on the shelves. The stereo may be 
playing anything from the late Charlie 
Parker to the late Johann Sebastian 
Bach. Don belongs to the Daisy, an “in” 
discotheque in Beverly Hills, where he 
sometimes takes his girl, a pretty model 
named Emily Walker. But usually he 
prefers the outdoors. At a ranch away 
from Hollywood, where he goes week- 
ends and whenever else he can get 
away, he stables his latest acquisition, 
an Appaloosa stallion he calls simply 
“Man.” 

Which is probably as good a descrip- 
tion as any of Don Mitchell.

Nets, Musicians Still Off Key 


Play it again, Sam: the American 
Federation of Musicians’ strike against 
the three networks entered its twenti- 
eth day (at press time) with little 
indication the bands will be striking 
up in the near future. The main bone 
of contention seems to be the staff 
and “quota” rule: the number of 
musicians the union demands a net- 
work retain—work or no work. The 
networks have proposed to cut back 
on their staffs, but the AFM appar- 
ently isn’t buying. The union, how- 
ever, insists the main issues involve 
monetary and “job security” proposals 
—which seem to overlap on the 
“quota” rule matter. Right now, 
neither side is talking to the other 
but new meetings have been sched- 
uled. 


CBS, which has been saying Daktari 
would be its only midseason dropout, 
had some second thoughts. Blondie, 
in which critic and viewer alike found 
little of the charm of the old comic 
strip, will be checked out also. Its 
late-January replacement: The Queen 
and I, transplanting Larry Storch’s 
antics from the Old West (F Troop) 
to a luxury liner. 

NBC meantime is sticking to its 
claim that its only winter schedule 
change will be yanking Phyllis Dil- 
ler’s show, a ratings loser, on Jan. 5, 
in favor of a mystery-comedy, My 
Friend Tony, with James Whitmore. 


NBC, one critic growled, should be 
awarded a headless Emmy. In what 


had to rank as the Goof of the Year, 
the network, rather than sacrifice a 
commercial, clipped the final minute 
off the New York Jets-Oakland Raid- 
ers pro football telecast in order to 
start a “Heidi” special on time. In 
that minute the Raiders scored two 
touchdowns to win the game 43-32. 
Thousands of phone calls from en- 
raged viewers in New York alone 
burned out the NBC switchboard. To 
compound its troubles, the network 
belatedly printed the grid score across 
the screen during ‘“Heidi’s”’ most 
dramatic moment, infuriating - still 
more viewers. Playbacks of the cli- 
mactic football minute the next night 
on ABC’s news as well as on NBC’s 
own Huntley-Brinkley Report did 
little to calm the storm. Harried NBC 
officials vowed, though, it'll never 
happen again. 


No more Emmys for TV shows and 
stars that have already won them. No 
Emmys for series that have been 
around more than two seasons. No 
Emmys where no Emmys are de- 
served. So decreeing, the TV Academy, 
sponsor of the belabored awards, hopes 
once again it has found the happy 
formula for saluting TV’s achieve- 
ments. Conceding the Academy was 
“not at all happy with this last year’s 
holocaust,’ Sonny Fox, an Academy 
official, also disclosed that the 1969 
Emmy rituals on CBS next June 8 
will set aside appropriate time to 
honor news and public affairs pro- 
grams. —Richard K. Doan

Pertormance-watching is the name 
of this week’s movie game, with 
only a vehicle or two worthy of the 
star cargo it is carrying. 

The highlight for all, of course, is 
the repeat of “The King and I,” with 
Yul Brynner and Deborah Kerr the 
glowing stars of this lovely 1956 Rod- 
gers and Hammerstein musical. Be- 
yond watching Brynner give the per- 
formance of his career (and the one 
that launched it) as the magnetic 
monarch and Miss Kerr glow as the 
English governess, you might want to 
pay particular heed to Terry Saun- 
ders, who, as Lady Thiang, gives the 
film its best musical moment with 
“Something Wonderful.” 

David Warner and Vanessa Red- 
grave made their major movie debuts 
in “Morgan!”, Warner in the title role 
as a nonconformist ape-oriented art- 
ist and Miss Redgrave as his former 
wife whom he’s trying to win back. 
Neither of these gifted performers 
can be faulted as they go through the 
anthropoidal antics of the plot, but 
before long you may discover that the 
so-called black comedy of this film 
involves finding the antics of a gen- 
uine madman funny. 

Simone Signoret is, of course, al- 
ways worth watching, although I’m 
tempted to say “almost” when it comes 
to “Games,” a cheap-jack chill-and- 
thrill melange of “Angel Street” and 
“Diabolique.” Miss Signoret is a mys- 
tery woman who seemingly foists her- 
self upon a young and foolish couple, 
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played by James Caan and Katharine 
Ross, and before long murder supple- 
ments the mystery and Miss Signoret 
diminishes all by her talents. 

“The Defector” is noteworthy pri- 
marily as Montgomery Clift’s last film, 
a testament to that fine actor’s ability 
to bring subtlety and depth to indi- 
vidualizing even a stock role and a 
sad reminder of the ravaged man he 
had become before his untimely death 
in 1966. In itself the film is a strangely 
unsatisfying one, a serious cold-war 
drama that travels the familiar re- 
luctant-amateur agent route for most 
of its story. And just when it ap- 
proaches a novel and intriguing twist 
of plot, it’s cut off by an ending so 
overloaded with irony that the entire 
structure collapses. 

To see Angela Lansbury triumph 
(as always) while Jane Fonda, Peter 
Finch and Arthur Hill sink amid the 
soapsuds, you have to take a peek at 
“In the Cool of the Day,” a travelogue- 
of-Greece - cum -soap-opera guaran- 
teed to turn the more-than-a-peeker 
into a pillar of stultification, if not 
salt. It’s one of those domestic quad- 
rangle affairs where the wages of sin 
seems to be bathos. 

The unknown tailored-for-television 
offering, about totalitarianism in this 
country, “Shadow on the Land,” of- 
fers performance-watchers a cast that 
includes Jackie Cooper, Gene Hack- 
man and Janice Rule. The Tuesday 
movie has been pre-empted by Elvis 
Presley and Brigitte Bardot specials.

Was it my imagination or did seven 
out of 10 network commentators have

In 1508, Michelangelo began work on the 
ceiling of Pope Julius II’s private chapel— 


Lying on 
his back on a scaffold over 60 feet above the 
floor, obsessed with his work, he sometimes 
painted far into the night, refusing to sleep 
or eat. 


MICHELANGELO 


Producer-director Milton Fruchtman spent 
years working on this study of the master- 
piece—almost as long as the artist took to 
create the frescoes. His idea was to help 
viewers experience the creative fires of 
Michelangelo’s mind. To understand the work, 
Fruchtman says, “we must rest in Michel- 
angelo himself.” The camera, on a scaffold 
as high as Michelangelo's, views the work 
as he saw it, allowing viewers to see it come 
together as it grew in the artist’s mind. 

As cameras probe the vast sea of figures 
(some 300), the narration illumines their 
pagan and Christian identities. The script, 
by art expert Alexander Eliot, blends Biblical 
stories with what the artist is known to 
have read and written, providing an intimate 
narrative for Michelangelo’s sprawling vision 
of man.

finger from the hip, she shot us down 
like dogs in front of her duplex pad on 
the Avenue Paul Doumer. Brigitte Bardot 
has been getting the drop on her friends 
ever since she starred in her new 
Western, ‘‘Shalako.’’ Now she laughed 
triumphantly, said she would follow us 
upstairs and continued her eye-riveting 
promenade to a near-by bookshop. 
The other victims of the gunplay were 
Bob Zagury, the producer, and Eddy 
Mathlon, director of the first TV special 
in which Miss Bardot appears as her- 
self. They were on their way to tape 
her voice for an ad urging viewers to 
tune in the NBC-TV showing of the 
program Dec. 3, and | tagged along. 
Zagury cautioned: ‘You will find that 80 
to 90 percent of what you’ve read about 
this girl is fiction.’’ The same must apply 
to Bardot's boy friends, a role he filled 
from 1963 to 1965. A columnist de- 
scribed his hair as “thinning,” yet never 
was a scalp more densely populated. 
Zagury, who is tall, dark, good-look- 
ing and intelligent and thus fits the 
essential qualifications for a Bardot 
escort (he’s also rich), was widely re- 
garded as a possible third husband 
until The First Lady of the French 
Cinema, box-officewise, turned up in 
Las Vegas one midnight in July 1966 
and married jet-setter Gunther Sachs 
von Opel, the millionaire boy next door 
—well, practically next door—to her 
villa at St. Tropez on the French Riviera. 
“I’m not the marrying kind,” said 
Zagury bravely, and began to consider 
what other role he could play in her 
spectacular life. The poet who wrote 
“friendship to love turneth ever, love to 
friendship never’ didn’t know Miss Bar- 
dot: her ex-husbands and lovers are 
among her best friends. Zagury took it 
as his mission to give her the kind of 
TV setting he felt she deserved. Dipping 
into his private means as a successful 
businessman, he backed someone 
else’s film so that he could have the 
right to ask questions. Then he as- 
sembled a team of young, brilliant tal- 
ents and opened his own film company. 
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“Lots of film and TV companies have 
tried for more than five years to get 
Brigitte to do a special,” he said. ‘One 
suggestion was that she team with 
Sammy Davis. They all thought in terms 
of Brigitte riding down the Champs 
Elysees in triumph with President de 
Gaulle there to greet her in person. But 
| wanted to show her as she is, natural, 
as no one has seen her.” 

| stopped him there. Bardot made her 
early reputation in films showing a good 
deal of what is still today, at 34, one of 
the loveliest bodies in show business. 
Zagury explained that he was not plan- 
ning the same exposure for television; 
he merely wanted Bardot to play Bardot 
and no one else. 


Zagury financed the special himself 
and shot it, as few programs have ever 
been done before, over a period of 
three leisurely months rather than the 
usual 15 days. They worked only when 
Bardot was in the mood. “If she turned 
up on the set and said she didn’t feel 
up to a song or a scene, we simply 
said, ‘OK, that’s it for the day.’”’ The 
formula seems to have worked. He said 
the special drew excellent critical no- 
tices in France and Germany. And NBC- 
TV paid a reported $300,000 for a single 
showing. 

At this point Miss Bardot arrived 
wearing a mini-skirt and a well-filled 
sweater in pale green, with buff-colored 
suede boots on her elegant legs. Her 
hair is blonded and nearly touches the 
shoulders from a center parting. The 
eyes are dark, the teeth white and 
prominent and the ensemble very at- 
tractive if not beautiful. Miss Bardot’s 
walk has all the careless fluidity of a cat 
in motion. 

| mentioned this during a touchy 
moment just after | had asked why she 
and her husband were so often apart. 
The famous face, which had tightened 
with displeasure, relaxed into the warm- 
est of smiles.

It was a gallant try. Miss Bardot 
assured me all her relatives were 
French. Zagury and Mathlon disap- 
peared to set up their recorder, and 
we sat on the plush furniture of the 
study to talk about life, love and tele- 
vision. Miss Bardot bought the apart- 
ment with the proceeds of “And God 
Created Woman,” the film that made 
her an international name 12 years ago, 


and has filled it with stuffed animals and 
such bric-a-brac as a primitive painting 
of a Mississippi riverboat. 

She said she adored doing the TV 
show. ‘It was so gay. Not like a film. 
| worked so hard making ‘Shalako’ [with 
Sean Connery of the James Bond pic- 
tures]. This was like a holiday. It was 
the first time | have been allowed to do 
what | want to do. There was no film 
story to follow, no one to worry about 
except myself. You have seen it? Re- 
member the scene with the guitarist, 
Manitas de Plata? He is a gitan, a 
gypsy. He cannot work in a studio. So 
| gave a party for him, a real party, and 
during the party he began playing to 
me and they filmed him.” 

Bardot opens the special with a lead- 
ing question: ‘How would you like to 
spend an evening with me?” and fol- 
lows with: ‘'l’m often asked what | like 
best.”” Neither, however, refers to her 
highly publicized romantic life but to 
the fact she likes to sing and dance —>

and entertain talented guests just like 
the stars of other specials. 

Unlike other specials, there is a start- 
ling scene in which Miss Bardot goes 
water skiing and is lifted above the 
Mediterranean by a kite-parachute at- 
tached to her body. She did not use a 
double, and even more surprising she 
was not insured—though it is doubtful 
an insurance company would have per- 
mitted one of the highest-earning wom- 
en in films to risk her pretty neck. 

“Dangerous?” Miss Bardot pouted. 
“Not very, | think. But | try a lot of 
things in life. | try to discover what | 
can do. | try to be courageous, too. | 
am a wild animal and do what | want 
to do at the moment. No one can stop 
me. Life is short. | want to enjoy it.” 

Gently the questioning swung around 
to personal matters but not, on reflec- 
tion, to the well-reported breakup of her 
summer flirtation with a tall, young, 
(dark and good-looking) Italian. This is 
France, remember. 

“My personal life is strange,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘I live the way | want to and try 
to do so always but | am not always 
able to. You asked about Gunther. He 
has lots of work and he is always far 
away. Sometimes | am always far away 
too. Lots of times we cannot be together 
but’—and she said this with great 
emphasis—‘‘I will not divorce.” 

| said that many would wonder why 
Sachs would want to stay away from 
so attractive a wife. 

“| wonder as well,"’ she said sadly. 

She reads very little of what is written 
about her. Pointing to one clipping, she 
said: “At least the headline is right.” 
It read: ‘‘I must always be in love, says 
BB.” 


The subject was depressing her and 
we returned to acting. She said she 
would like to do more specials but 
_ she would never agree to a series. She 
‘remarked that she would no longer 
make French films, only American and 
British. She has signed for three pic- 
tures with Euan Lloyd, the producer of 
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“Shalako."’ A few days after our inter- 
view she was mobbed at the premiere 
of ‘‘Shalako”’ in Munich by crowds that 
broke down the revolving door of a 
hotel in their efforts to reach her. 

Her popularity in Europe is extra- 
ordinary and durable. 

Miss Bardot is the daugher of a 
wealthy industrialist and was famous 
for her figure in her teens. Friends used 
her for fashion photographs, one of 
which was the cover of a leading wom- 
an's weekly in 1950 when she was 16. 
This caught the eye of a film director, 
who gave her a test. After a number of 
undraped roles she got her first good 
acting part in “And God Created Wom- 
an” and married the director, Roger 
Vadim. Her second husband, Jacques 
Charrier, suffered a nervous breakdown 
when he was drafted into the French 
Army and found pin-up pictures of his 
wife everywhere. 

They have a son, Nicholas, 8. 

Soon after our interview Brigitte went 
off to the Bahamas in search of sun. “‘It 
is life to me, the sun,"’ she is fond of 
saying. Her departure was somewhat of 
a relief to Zagury, who thus did not 
have to tell her face to face that the 
network had cut about 15 seconds of 
titles for which she was filmed wearing 
trousers and nothing else—though her 
arms were unrevealingly folded across 
her chest (she will be seen from the 
back only in this pose). This delectable 
view of a really extraordinary body was 
not considered provocative by European 
telecasters. 

But inscrutable are the ways of spon- 
sors and networks. A striking scene with 
Bardot in black leather mini-skirt sing- 
ing a song of love to a gleaming motor- 
cycle was also cut as ‘‘too sexy.'’

It’s about time we buried the old canard 
that television is crying out for new 
writers. So often we see in print that 
producers and directors, sponsors and 
network heads are wringing their hands 
over the deplorable lack of new writing 
talent. Phooey: it’s not true. 

What. television is crying out for is 
old established writers with proven 
track records and annual dollar earn- 
ings that agents can toss back and 
forth. over lunch like corporate directors 
discussing the annual report. It wants 
people who are known quaatities, not 
someone who might require a gamble. 

Now, before you start to smell the 
faint odor of acidic grapes wafting up 
at you, let me present my credentials. 

| am probably the oldest young new 
writer on the block— 
and in Hollywood that’s 
saying something. 1 
started out in college 
winning an award for 
three one-act plays, and 
went on to be a regular 
contributor to the old 
CBS radio show ‘Sus- 
pense.” | have had sev- 
eral short stories an- 
thologized. In short, I’ve 
written for just about 
everything but televi- 
sion. 

The closest to TV | 
ever came was a play 
| wrote for the CBS 
Television Workshop a- 
bout an embittered 
young soldier returning 
from the army of occu- 
pation in Korea. The 
script was considered 
against just one other— 
a Christmas story—be- 
fore the final broadcast. 
The final broadcast oc- 


curred on Dec. 25. 

Discouraged, | de- 
cided to commence 
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paying bills for a change, and took a 
job. But after four years of being a 
well-fed, well-paid, unhappy executive, 
| backslid, quit my job and went to 
Hollywood. 

Why not? | rationalized, like a drunk 
going down for the third time. | was still 
young—35 is not all that ofd—intelli- 
gent, perhaps even witty. I had 
achieved success in other fields; why 
not television? Television was crying 
for fresh, new talent; Hollywood would 
welcome me with open arms. Or maybe 
a firm handshake. 

One has to go to Hollywood if one 
aspires to writing for television. The 
reason you have to be there is that most 
scripts are rewritten not once but sev- 
eral times, and no one can afford to 
work with a writer who lives more than 
an hour away. Also, one has to estab-

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lish which series are open for sales 
and, if open, what they need. Nothing 
can do this faster than a chat with the 
story editor, and the least thing-a story 
editor has is time. 

Once in Hollywood the first thing an 
aspiring writer must do is get himself 
an agent. Most agents have more 
writers than they can handle, but there’s 
always one who’s looking for ‘new 
fresh talent.” 

The real problem is getting a recog- 
nized agent—one who is suitably in 
with the right people. If you are really 
earnest about attacking Hollywood, you 
must have that recognized agent. The 
problem is that a recognized agent will 
not handle material from a new writer 
unless the writer has credits or a deal 
pending with a producer or director. 
The only way to get credits or a pend- 
ing deal is through a recognized agent. 
The only way a recognized agent will 
consider handling you is if you have 
credits or... 

It's a little like going through the 
looking glass with Alice. 

However, because of my _ previous 
record as a writer, and thanks to five 
established writer friends who were 
willing to swear by William Morris 
that | was the best unknown writer they 
knew, | was able to get the biggest 
agency in Hollywood to represent me— 
General Artists Corporation. 

My second stroke of questionable 
good fortune occurred when | ran into 
a real-life television producer. | had 
followed my wife into a psychedelically- 
oriented boutique. There, waiting, hap- 
pened to be A Producer. 


“Say, aren’t you Aaron Spelling?” 
| said. 

He averred that he was. 

“I'm George Bamber,” | continued, 


“the most famous unknown writer in 
Hollywood. | met you 10 years ago at 
the William Morris Agency, when you 
were presenting your Johnny Ringo 
series to prospective writers.’’ 

He didn’t remember me, and | didn’t 
blame him. 


“What are you doing now?” he said, 
still being polite. 

| told him. 

“Listen,” he said, ‘give me a call. 
We're looking for new young writers. 
We're doing this new series called The 
Mod Squad. It’s about the tremendous 
gap between the generations.” 

| reached my agent and told him to 
make an appointment with Aaron Spel- 
ling. He was dubious, but agreed to do 
it after | explained the situation. 

Some weeks later, | got my agent 
back. He said that Spelling remembered 
talking to me, but didn’t know who | 
was. | didn’t have any film. 

Through the looking glass again. 


Recently a network announced that it 
would start an hour-long dramatic an- 
thology that would feature the works 
of new writers. Later they announced 
the names of the writers: Reginald Rose, 
Tad Mosel . . . | think Rod Serling was 
unavailable. 

Back in 1948, when television was 
in its infancy, established writers 
wouldn't touch the new medium. Pro- 
ducers were forced to use new people, 
and the names of Paddy Chayefsky, 
Rose, Mosel and Serling were soon 
made. Today television is firmly en- 
trenched, and doesn’t want untried 
people. It is, after all, a business, and 
as such must justify its profits and 
losses. Men who deal in these terms 
are not known for their unbridled 
imaginations, their courage or their 
impracticality. Like any established 
business it has a responsibility to its 
stockholders to ensure a return on its 
investment. One way of doing this is 
to deal with established writers. 

Most of the young writers | know, 
discovered or not, have turned their 
backs on television and are working 
on feature films or books. But if you 
really must persist in wanting to go 
to television, there’s one sure way. Write 
a smash Broadway play and you're in. 
And if you think writing for television 
is hard, just try Broadway. eno) 
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The Survivors

THE INDOMITABLE 
SNOWMAN WHO 
BUILT HIMSELF 
-AND ELVIS TOO 


The amazing story of 
the ex-backwoods boy 
and Colonel Parker, 
the ex-carny

The letterhead says ‘‘From the 
Desk of Col. Parker, Snow Jobs 
for All Occasions.” There is a 
drawing of a snowman smoking 
a cigar in a snowstorm with the 
legend, ‘‘Let It Snow, Let It Snow, 
Let It Snow!” On the bottom it 
says, “Don’t Put It In Writing, 
Put It In Invisible Ink.” There is 
a card certifying ‘‘a Snowman in 
good standing’ signed by the 
‘Imperial Potentate,’’ Colonei Par- 
ker himself, and a booklet on 
Snowmanship limning such fine 
points as ‘'Directional Snowing,” 
“Snowing as Related to Hypno- 
sis,” ‘‘Counteracting High Pres- 
sure Snowing,” and ‘‘Snow as a 
Status Symbol.” 

Before | went to see Elvis 
Presley and his mentor, Col. Tom 
Parker, the 57-year-old ex-carni- 
val pitchman without whose say- 
so no one is granted audience with the 
old-time ‘king’ of rock ’n' roll, some 
knowledgeable friends had filled me in 
on the Colonel’s ‘“‘ground rules’ for 
covering Elvis: 

1. No interviews. 

2. No photographs, except by the 
Colonel's ‘approved’ photographer. 

3. Only “Snowmen''—the Colonel's 
word for those sufficiently versed in 
42 


the fine art of ingratiating themselves 
into his good graces—are allowed to 
even discuss the matter. 

|! am not a Snowman, | ran out of 
invisible ink, and | have no intention of 
replenishing my supply. However, the 
word was that if the Colonel liked you 
enough to admit you into his exclusive 
“Snowman” club, you would probably 
be allowed to hang around the set, 
particularly since Elvis was doing a 
big, expensive special for NBC, his first 


in eight years, and there was some 
nervousness about how he might be 
received. Then, if things went right, you 
might be allowed a few words edge- 
wise with the star himself. 

The Colonel learned his Snowman- 
ship from the cradle. Born of carnival 
folk, he broke into the carnies working 
his uncle’s pony act in the backwashes 
of the South. He invented a new way 
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of selling foot-long hotdogs. He would 
simply take a normal wiener and break 
it in half, ends sticking out of a genu- 
ine foot-long bun. When “the mark” 
complained, the Colonel would point to 
a real foot-longer lying in the dirt, claim- 
ing the customer ‘dropped it.” 

In the late Thirties he worked an act 
called ‘Tom Parker's Dancing Turkeys.” 
It consisted of a sawdust-covered table, 
about two dozen live turkeys, and a 
recording of ‘Turkey in the Straw.” At 


the flip of a switch the music would 
come on and the birds begin to gyrate. 
The Colonel had a hot-plate under the 
sawdust, and a thermostat which he 
turned up and down in perfect time to 
the music. 

In the Forties he turned to country 
music, managing singers like Eddy Ar- 
nold, Gene Austin, Hank Snow. He pro- 
duced a record for Sen. Dudley Le 


Blanc, the last of the old-time pitch- 
men, called ‘‘Hadacol Boogie,” after 
the ‘tonic’ the Senator was promoting. 
“I'm still not sure who came out best,” 
chuckles the Senator from his head- 
quarters in the Louisiana State House. 
“| found out later he was making as 


" 


much as | was.’’ The Senator made 
$20,000,000 on Hadacol. 
Then the Colonel found Elvis. He 


tossed aside everything else and de- 
voted himself exclusively to the care 
and feeding of a backwoods 
bumpkin so electric that 
strong women wept at the 
sight of him. ‘‘Colonel, you 
put a lump in my throat,” 
Elvis once said in gratitude 
to his kindly mentor. ‘‘Elvis,”’ 
replied the Colonel, ‘‘you put 
a lump in my wallet.” 

The Colonel also put a 
lump on the head of anyone 
who sought to disrupt the 
natural love between a Mem- 
phis boy and his audience. 
Elvis is bright, personable, 
excessively polite and enor- 
mously talented. With his wig- 
gly hips and ducktail hair- 
cut, he drastically altered the 
course of popular music. He 
polished off the fox trot and 
Pat Boone in one fell swoop. 
He made leather boots and 
long hair the order of the day. 
With what the Establishment 
put down as ‘“‘vulgarity’’ and 
“lewdness’’—and one psy- 
chologist called ‘‘a hint of 
cruelty’—he sold 100,000,- 
000 records and became a 
movie star whose movies 
could not lose no matter how dim- 
witted their subject matter or what the 
critics said. 

But he was unprepared for such an 
overwhelming success. Elvis was, is, 
and always will be a simple country 
boy. He was born in a dusty little Miss- 
issippi town, the son of a dirt farmer. 
He sang in the Fundamentalist As- 
sembly church choir. Memphis's —> 
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L.C. Humes High School yearbook de- 
scribed him as “‘Most Likely to Succeed 
—Haw! Haw!” He was making $35 a 
week driving a truck in 1953. When the 
Colonel caught him at a Texarkana mat- 
inee two years later, he had made one 
obscure recording called ‘‘That’s All 
Right, .Mama.”” Its words were unin- 
telligible; its message was not. 

Elvis didn’t succeed; he exploded. 
The first shock wave came with ‘‘Heart- 
break Hotel’ for RCA in January 1956, 
followed shortly by ‘“‘Hound Dog.” The 
girls rushed to buy Elvis slave bracelets, 
Elvis garters and lipstick called ‘“‘Hound 
- Dog Orange.” Their boy friends bridled. 
Their mothers panicked. The clergy 
sounded moral alarums. Elvis tightened 
the belt on his pegged pants, ordered 
a new $4000 gold lame suit, and ex- 
plained, ‘I just naturally have to jump 
around when | sing.” 

He acquired a Rolls and four Cadil- 
lacs, white, pink, blue and canary yel- 
low. In 1960 he had one ‘‘customized,” 
its’ interior festooned with gold lame 
drapes, its chrome parts plated in 24 k. 
gold, and its body painted with ‘40 
coats of translucent pure diamond dust 
pearl consisting of crushed diamonds 
and pure fish scales.’’ He bought a 714- 
room antebellum mansion in Memphis, 
leased a Grecian palace in Bel-Air, 
Cal., filled them both with pinball mach- 
ines, pool tables, juke. boxes, TV sets 
(one for every room) and girls. The 
latter were sometimes recruited from the 
wailing wall of youngsters who kept a 
vigil outside the electric gates. Then 
Elvis added the finishing touch. Finding 
the Grecian urns around the swimming 
pool too genteel for his tastes, he 
painted them his favorite color—electric 
blue. 

Yet no amount of shenanigans could 
cover up the fact that Elvis was lonely. 
“Elvis has a terrible hankering to be 
just like any other guy—pinch the girls, 
drink a little beer on Saturday night, 
take in the movie and tootle around 
in a hot rod,”’ says someone who once 
got a protracted look. ‘Elvis can’t do 
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that. He finds himself trapped in his 
own celebrity, incarcerated in the tin 
balloon of his custom-built Cadillacs, 
and inundated in a wall of flesh every- 
time he steps out. It’s miserable.” 

Hollywood dudes, with their smart 
talk and cultivated ways, left him with 
that clammy feeling. He particularly dis- 
liked the time-consuming ritual of the 
interview, during which he somehow 
felt compelled to address everyone as 
“sir’ or ‘“‘ma’am” (a fact which never 
failed to impress Hedda Hopper). Elvis 
always figured it would be hard to im- 
prove on what he had to say with a 
guitar. That’s where the Colonel came 
in. He was a buffer against the assault 
waves of the curious. 

The so-called ‘Memphis Mafia,” 
about a dozen of Elvis’s old pals, was 
imported so that Elvis would have some- 
body to talk to. Eventually, they went 
on the payroll, performing various serv- 
ices necessary to a superstar, if only 
bringing him Pepsi by the gallon and 
hamburgers with dill pickle. 

When Elvis married Priscilla Ann 
Beaulieu, a dark-haired Memphis. girl 
given to beehive hairdos, last year in 
Las Vegas (the ceremony featured a 
$10,000 champagne breakfast with 
suckling pig and poached salmon), El- 
vis's loneliness quotient was reduced, 
and so was the Memphis Mafia. 

There remained only short, stocky 
Joe Esposito, whose special bailiwick 
is Elvis’s personal needs and who is 
his closest day-to-day confidante; 
Lance De Gault, his stand-in; “my 
daddy,” who handles his personal busi- 
ness affairs; and a handful of musi- 
cians dating back to Elvis’s early rec- 
ords, who are simply there. Then there 
are the men of RCA, ever-present like 
dutiful sheep; the men of William Morris, 
the talent agency; and assorted press 
agents, there to protect, not to publi- 
cize. 

But times have changed since Elvis 
first burst upon the scene. The Beatles 
have happened. Long hair and hippie 
medallions have become commonplace. 
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No longer do mothers complain about 
the wiggly hips—not with ‘Hair’ a 
sensation on Broadway, and ‘‘Never on 
Sunday” a TV staple. 

Elvis has not met the people face 
to face either in concert or on TV for 
eight years. Instead his talents have 
been locked up in the audience-less 
confines of ‘‘the Elvis Presley movie” 
and the recording studio. Moreover, 
the movies—three a year, for which he 
is paid $1,000,000 apiece—have been 
falling off at the box office. Would TV 
serve to refurbish that old magic, the 
sort of thing that gave old ladies the 
vapors and caused young girls to col- 
lect the dust from Elvis's car for their 
memory books? 

As | went about getting my story, it 
appeared | might be snowed out of an 
immediate answer to that question. How- 
ever, Henry Reiger, NBC’s West Coast 
publicity chief, assured me a ‘“‘summit 
conference’ was coming up between 
the talented executive producer Robert 


Finkel, the Colonel, Reiger and his 
staff, and he was certain something 
could be ‘“‘worked out’’ for TV GUIDE. 

At week’s end Reiger called back. 
“We had our publicity conference,’’ he 
said wearily. “‘We spent five minutes 
telling the Colonel what we needed; the 
Colonel spent 45 minutes telling us 
what we were going to get.” 


What we were “‘going to get’ was a 
mass press conference the following 
Tuesday afternoon. It really would be 
massive, since NBC was playing host 
that week to 50 visiting TV editors, all 
eager to give their readers the scoop 
on Elvis. As for any other ‘‘consider- 
ations,”’ that was all in the lap of the 
Colonel. 

Sure enough, when | arrive there’s 
the Colonel in the crowded hallway 
outside Rehearsal Stage 3 where the 
press conference is to take place. He 
is wearing a bright blue sports shirt and 
modified Tyrolean. hat with feather, > 
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continued 


smokes a German cigar with a yellow 
tip and carries a cane which he uses 
to point to things. 

When we are introduced he canti- 
levers the cigar up at an angle, sticks 
it into my face and demands, ‘‘You a 
Snowman?” 

“No, Colonel,” | 
willing.” 

“Already that’s 10 points against 
you,’ says the Colonel scornfully. ‘‘You 
know Bob Hope? He’s a Grand Exalted 
Snowman. When you join you get a 
card, a letterhead and an envelope. 
Entrance is free but it costs $10,000 
to resign. Haven't lost a Snowman yet.” 

The Colonel is off down the hall, 
motioning me to follow. On the way we 
discuss things like why the Colonel is 
allowing Elvis to do TV (the Colonel 
always said they’d never pay to see 
what they could get free), and the Colo- 
nel is saying things like ‘‘The offer was 
so good we couldn’t refuse it—that’s 
the only kind of offer we're interested 
_ in,” and I’m saying when are we going 
to arrange to see Elvis, and the Colo- 
nel is saying when is he going to get 
that signed statement guaranteeing El- 
vis the cover of TV GUIDE and |’m 
losing ‘‘points’”’ by replying never, when 
we arrive at our destination, the Colo- 
nel’s “office.” 

“See what happens to a good Snow- 
man?” says the Colonel, his cane 
sweeping the walls of the dressing 
room which are plastered with photos 
of Bob Hope amid even more of Elvis. 


reply. “But I’m 


Moments later the Colonel is back, 
passing out four-color fan photos and 
directing traffic into the press confer- 
ence. Finkel, and Steve Binder and 
Bones Howe, the rising young genii 
who did the Petula Clark special, come 
in first, looking faintly uncomfortable. 
Elvis makes a grand entrance wearing 
an electric blue shirt with blue polka- 
dot bandana, black pants, leather wrist 
bands and a diamond ring as big as 
a ping-pong ball. His once-controversial 
ducktail haircut and curving sideburns, 
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still as steely blue-black as ever, seem 
old hat in this day of the post-Beaitle. 
He suggests a nice boy trying to be 
pleasant. 


The Colonel cracks a few jokes to 
get things started. Elvis is refreshingly 
candid. Why is he doing TV? ‘We 
figured it was about time—before | 
grow too old.” 

Has his audience changed since the 
first big pre-Beatle impact in 1956 
when he and he alone brought on the 
big swing to rock ’n’ roll? “It doesn’t 
move as fast as it used to. | think a 
lot of them are young mothers.” 

Has he changed? ‘No, but ! pick 
my material more carefully. The sound 
has improved, which means | have to 
improve.” 

Has marriage sobered his outlook? 
“Well, everything has to be considered 
when you're married and have a baby.” 

How about the bedroom scene in his 
latest picture? “| think young people 
are a lot smarter today. People are 
more open-minded . . .” 

Is there a chance that the current 
special will show in other countries? 
That question the Colonel can’t resist. 
“If they make another deal,’”’ he snaps. 

Are small towns the backbone of 
your audience? a lady wants to know. 
“Yes, ma’am. I’ve never done well in 


big cities . Be 
Elvis is smiling but under his breath 
he is muttering, “Oh, wow! .. . Not 


that one again. . . . Oh, wow!” He has 
heard it all before, and he can’t wait 
to get free. The Colonel springs him in 
the pitchman’s manner. ‘‘Right over 
here, folks,’’ he says jovially. ‘‘Get your 
picture taken with Elvis,” then stands 
aside to avoid the crush. 

For the next two days Elvis will live 
in the studio dressing room with Joe 
Esposito, gulping Pepsis and sending 
out for hamburgers with dill pickles. 
Outside the Artist's Entrance a crowd 
has begun to gather around his elon- 
gated black Continental with the bar 
(Elvis doesn’t really drink), the TV set 
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and the radio-telephone front and back. 
The Colonel has locked all the doors 
and posted studio cops to guard them. 
Even the unit publicist covering the 
show has to pass through “security.” 

The working plan is as_ follows. 
Finkel, who bears the over-all respon- 
sibility for the show, is to handle the 
Colonel, leaving the line producers, 
Binder and Howe, free to concentrate 
on the creative problems. They see the 
Presley special as ‘‘a modern-day TV 
renaissance involving one of the giants 
of pop. We knew the show had to be 
99 percent Elvis. Who else can hold a 
stage with him? We knew there were 
certain emotional problems. We had to 
hook his interest, get him involved, to 
create, as it were, a love match. In this 
we believe we were successful.” 

The show would consist of an open- 
ing production number, ‘‘Guitar Man,”’ 
which would be in effect the musical 
story of Elvis’s own life. The finish 
would consist of a special song, writ- 


ten to order by Earl Brown, called ‘‘If 
|! Can Dream,” in which Elvis “says 
something,” according to Binder, ‘about 
life, brotherhood, communication, and 
what he stands for’: 

We're trapped in a world 

That's troubled with pain, 

But as long as man 

Has the strength to dream 

He can redeem his soul and fly! 

Somewhere in between would come 
the piece de résistance, a kind of free- 
form ad-lib in which Elvis appears sur- 
rounded by adoring fans to sing and 
say whatever pops into his head. Binder 
is very high on this. The physical prox- 
imity of the ladies will bring out ‘‘the 
real Elvis’’ and be the high point of the 
show.

The line was alive 
with familiar faces customarily admitted 
to any taping on arrival—press agenis, 
the men of William Morris agency, 
minor executives, the NBC press de- 
partment itseifi—all salaaming to the 
Colonel's will. Grumbles one: “Wouldn't 
be surprised to see Priscilla in line.” 
In front was the hard-core fan group, 
platoons of squealy girls, many of them 
carrying color pictures. of themselves 
with Elvis, Priscilla, the baby in their 
wallets. This is the group which at one 
time or another has found a hole in the 
chain-link fence, crashed through Joe 
Esposito and into the inner circle. For 
them Elvis was not just a folk hero, he 
was a way of life. | asked two of them 
why. Cricket said: ‘He's not like a star. 
He's like—well, like a regular person!” 
Linda said: “Elvis cares about people. 
In return we care about Elvis.” 


I believed them. | really did. | be- 
lieved them even more when | saw the 
stampede for the seats inside Stage 4 
an hour and a half later. | also stamped- 
ed, only to find the Colonel waiting 
for me, a broad grin on his face. ‘‘Well, 
Whitfield (The Colonel calls Andy Grif- 
fith ‘‘Andy Griffin’), find your way in all 
right? You say you want to get a close- 
up look at my boy. Come with me. 
You're going to be an Elvis Presley 
fan. ... No, no, don’t speak unless the 
Potentate. speaks to you!’ 

He is dragging me down the aisle 
onto the set, which consists of a plat- 
form perhaps 15 feet wide, steps run- 
ning up four sides of it. The Colonel 
sits me down on the front step. ‘‘Close 
enough for you?” he says. Presently 
| am inundated in women, young wom- 
en streaming down the aisles, squeal- 
ing, crowding, crushing, beaming, filling 
up the outer perimeter of the platform. 
The first thing | know, the musicians 
are on the platform, Elvis has made 
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his grand entrance, and the whole place 
is a screaming, rocking, quivering, hys- 
terical mass of flipped-out girlhood 
come to do obeisance to Cricket’'s 
“regular person,’’ so close they can 
reach out and touch him. Cricket is 
there, ¢e0,and so is Linda, and a couple 
of representatives of The Elvis Club of 
Leicester, England, and... . 

Elvis is on! Man, is he on! He is 
dressed in a black leather jump suit, 
tailored and zipped up the sides, cus- 
tom boots and the inevitable leather 
wrist bands. At first it is not so much 
Elvis taking over the audience, as the 
audience taking over him. As they re- 
act, he reacts. The intimate contact has 
set him off. He growls, grunts, groans, 
shakes, shimmies, twitches, — struts, 
gasps and flails in a rising crescendo 
perfectly attuned to the mood of the 
audience. The sweat breaks out on his 
forehead, running down his face in 
little rivers. His hips thrust forward: 

I'm king of the jungle, 

They call me Tiger Man. 

You cross my path 

You take your own life in your 

ha-aaands!! 

You better believe it!! 

And suddenly it dawns on me. This 
is really where it’s at. This is the real 
Elvis story. This is the language— 
the only language—he speaks, and he 
speaks it loud and clear. Old hat? Up- 
staged by the Beatles? Movie grosses 
slipping? Well, sure, but this man is a 
performer, one of half a dozen in Amer- 
ica today who can step out on a stage 
and make it his. Nothing eclectic about 
him. He transcends any era. And he in- 
stinctively knows what's right for him. 

So take away your diamond-dusted 
Cadillacs, gold lame suits, blue-painted 
statuary, side-zippered motorcycle .jack- 
ets, and ping-pong-ball diamonds. Even 
take away Tom Parker. This is a driving 
talent, simple, primitive and pure, and 
it needs no ornament, not even so 
gaudy a one as the Colonel. This star, 
despite all the popular put-downs, is
